Eberle said both he and 
Hall spoke often during their 
respective contract negotia¬ 
tions and it was important to 
the two stars that they sign 
deals worth the same on an 
annual basis. 

“I think it kind of signi¬ 
fies, like I said before, that we 
both want to be here for a sig¬ 
nificant amount of time,” he 
said. “We see the direction the 
team is going and that’s in a 
forward direction. 

“I think this year is def¬ 
initely going to be a big year 
for us as far as developing our 
name as a team. Our success 
in the past couple of years 
hasn’t been nearly where we 
want it to be and next year is 
going to be a huge stepping 
stone for us.”

Slumping resource 
revenue.

Falling oil revenues and a vola¬ 
tile global marketplace are 
hammering Alberta’s bottom 
line and could leave taxpayers 
with a deficit as large as $3 bil¬ 
lion this year, Finance Minister 
Doug Homer said Thursday. 

Homer said financial crises 
in Europe, economic uncer¬ 
tainty in the United States, 
political upheaval in the Mid¬ 
dle East and record growth in 


China make it difficult to peg 
where world oil prices will go. 
“All of these things are, frankly, 
beyond our control, but they af¬ 
fect Alberta and they affect our 
bottom line,” he said. 

The government won’t 
incur any long-term debt as the 
shortfall will be covered by the 
$6.3-billion Sustainability Fund. 

Homer reported that overall 
revenue fell by $400 million in 
the first three months of the 
fiscal year because of lower oil 
and bitumen royalties. Expens¬ 
es rose by $5 million due to dis¬ 
aster funding. 

He said the government is 
taking action to ensure it meets 
Redford’s promise of balancing 


the budget by 2014. 

Opposition critics had dis¬ 
missed the budget as a bag of 
pre-election goodies, based on 
unattainable oil forecasts, that 
would be clawed back after 
the election. On Thursday, Wil- 
drose critic Kerry Towle said the 
critics had been proved correct. 

“This government has no 
plan, has no idea where they’re 
going to cut and they’re just do¬ 
ing it arbitrarily,” Towle said. 

NDP critic Dave Eggen 
said it’s hard to fathom how a 
province leading the nation in 
economic growth, with a ris¬ 
ing population, the lowest un¬ 
employment rate and oil in the 
$90-a-barrel range can’t balance

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Phase 2 of Alberta’s impaired driving law in effect this weekend 



The second phase of Alberta’s 
new Impaired Driving Legis¬ 
lation comes into effect this 
weekend. 

“There’s no warning. It 
starts Sept. 1 and the legisla¬ 
tion is in place, and it will be 
utilized,” said RCMP Sgt. Brian 
Topham, with the Capital 
West Integrated Traffic Unit. 

Those who test over .05 
will face a three-day licence 
suspension and vehicle seiz¬ 
ure — instead of the prior 
24-hour licence suspension. 
Second and third offences will 
result in longer suspensions. 

Those changes follow the 
first phase, which saw indefin¬ 


ite licence suspensions intro¬ 
duced until criminal charges 
are resolved for those who test 
over .08. 

Topham hopes the more 
serious repercussions inspire 
people to think before they 
drink and drive, because he 
hasn’t seen driver behaviour 
change much since July 1. 

Last Saturday, one of To¬ 
pham’s members caught 
three impaired drivers in 
Spmce Grove. Two weeks ago, 
a joint forces checlcstop be¬ 
tween the Edmonton Police 
Service and the Capital East 
Integrated Traffic Unit caught 
19 impaired drivers near the 


Beverly bridge. 

“Despite eveiyone’s best ef¬ 
forts ... you still have that real¬ 
ly hardcore group of people 
that just don’t seem to get it,” 
said Topham. 

Since Jan. 1, Topham’s unit, 
which covers highways west 
of Edmonton, has arrested and 
charged 114 impaired drivers. 
About the same number of 24- 
hour suspensions were also 
handed out, he added.

Albertans have flooded to a

“Our ideal donor or ‘opti¬ 
mal donor’ as we like to call 
it are young males who are 
between 17 and 35, in good 
health and are ideally eth¬ 
nically diverse,” said Cassan¬ 
dra DeLuca, with One Match. 

She said only about 10 
per cent of the 600 have 
been ideal donors. While 
they appreciate all those 
interested, they are now 
hoping more young men 
will come forward.

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The Alberta Legislature begins its second century on Sunday with celebrations that will include a speech by Premier Alison Redford. metro file 


Too small, over budget and built on 
quicksand — but it made it to 100 


Alberta Legislative 
building. Festivities 
will mark the start 
of the architectural 
jewel’s second century 


It opened up the same year 
the Titanic went down and 
the builders forgot to put a 
lock on the front door. 

Nevertheless, the Alberta 
Legislature has endured for 
100 years, its sandstone and 
granite face and signature 


terra cotta dome the undis¬ 
puted historical and architec¬ 
tural jewel of the province. 

This weekend, it begins its 
second century of service with 
festivities on Sunday that in¬ 
clude a speech by Premier Ali¬ 
son Redford and a re-creation 
of the Sept. 3, 1912 ceremony 
that officially opened its doors. 

The budget was $1.25 mil¬ 
lion. It came in at $2.4 million, 
due to the extra costs of haul¬ 
ing in marble and sandstone 
from Ohio and Calgary. 

It was supposed to be done 
by 1912. But some of the terra 
cotta tiles weren’t completed 


until 1913, months after the 
official opening. When it was 
done, there soon wasn’t room 
for everybody. 

“They discovered in 1914 
they didn’t have enough 
room to house all the civil 
servants in the building and 
they had to expand else¬ 
where,” said Philip Massolin, 
a historian and manager of 
research services for the legis¬ 
lative assembly. 

It’s been home to four gov¬ 
ernments and 13 premiers. 

There has also been con¬ 
flict, such as in 1935 when 
Speaker Oran McPherson got 


into a heated argument at the 
top of the grand staircase with 
Charles Campbell, publisher 
of the Edmonton Bulletin 
newspaper. 

McPherson accused Camp¬ 
bell of spreading lies about 
McPherson’s divorce. McPher¬ 
son punched Campbell in the 
side of the face so hard, Camp¬ 
bell hit a railing and banged 
his head on a pillar. His sight 
was temporarily fuzzed out. 
He didn’t press charges. 

The focal point is the ro¬ 
tunda and its circular marble 
fountain. On the fifth floor, a 
tiny circle on the floor marks 


the Magic Spot. It’s where the 
sound of the fountain rising 
in the rotunda below sweeps 
up the grand staircase, swirls 
around the inside of the 
dome before spilling down 
the other side. Stand on the 
Magic Spot and it sounds like 
the water from below is hit¬ 
ting you from above. 

For the romantic, it’s the 
best spot to contemplate the 
beauty of an august structure. 
For the cynic, it’s the perfect 
symbol for a place where — 
for 100 years — down has too 
often been up.

LRT. Cops 
happy with 
mock disaster 

Emergency officials are pleased 
with the results of a mock 
chemical attack on an LRT 
train last weekend. 

The mock attack on Sunday 
involved more than 60 volun¬ 
teer passengers, who had to 
be contained, decontaminated 
and medically treated. Acting 
Sgt. Steve Maertens-Poole said 
police officers controlled the 
crowd, garnered information 
about a suspect and passed it 
up the chain of command all 
within the time frames set out. 

“We had it scripted in that 
some people in the crowd 
would try to wander away, 
would be difficult with the 
police, and the guys on the per¬ 
imeter were good at keeping 
people corralled.” 

He said the scenario of a 
criminal attack is good, be¬ 
cause it mirrors other potential 
emergencies. Firefighters also 
met their targets in the decon¬ 
tamination, he said. 

“That was a really big thing 
for us, to see how that worked 
and eveiything else was kind 
of a bonus.” 

One area of concern, he 
said, was communication. 

Some officers wearing gas 
masks had difficulty speaking 
through their bullhorns and 
the department is now looking 
at solutions He said that is the 
kind of lesson that can only be 
learned through these mock 
disasters, ryantumilty/metro

Republican National 
Convention. Former 
governor takes aim 
at President Obama's 
record during speech 
accepting nomination 


A portrait of a humane, tender¬ 
hearted Mitt Romney emerged 
on Thursday at the Republican 
National Convention, even as 
he urged Americans to punish 
Barack Obama for his broken 
promises about a brighter fu¬ 
ture by voting him out of office 
this November. 

“I accept your nomination 
for president of the United 
States,” a teary-eyed Romney 
told cheering delegates, many 
of whom were long cool to¬ 
wards his candidacy. “I do so 
with humility, deeply moved by 
the trust you’ve placed in me.” 

Romney took aim at 
Obama’s record, saying Amer¬ 
icans deserved better than the 
president. 

“Hope and change had a 
powerful appeal,” Romney said. 


“But tonight I’d ask a simple 
question: If you felt that ex¬ 
citement when you voted for 
Barack Obama, shouldn’t you 
feel that way now that he’s 
President Obama?” 

The primetime speech was 
clearly aimed at the disaffected 
Obama voters tuning into the 
convention, rather than the 
thousands of likeminded Re 
publicans gathered in Tampa, 
as Romney reiterated time and 
again: Obama is a failure. 

“I wish President Obama 
had succeeded because I want 
America to succeed,” Romney 
said.

Isaac dumped unrelenting rain 
and flooded areas around New 
Orleans on Thursday as people 
who thought they could ride 
out a lowest-categoiy hurricane 
faced quickly rising waters. 

Hundreds of homes were 
swamped, about 500 people 
had to be rescued and half of 
Louisiana was without power. 
At least two people were lulled. 

New Orleans itself was pro¬ 
tected by newly fortified flood 
defences put in place after the 
devastating Hurricane Katrina 
seven years ago. 

“Hopefully, as far as the

city of New Orleans is con¬ 
cerned, the worst is behind 
us,” New Orleans Mayor 
Mitch Landrieu said. 

But residents outside the 
city were scrambling as the 
slow-moving Isaac, now a trop¬ 
ical depression, kept dumping 
rain. Along the shores of Lake 


Ponchartrain just north of New 
Orleans, officials sent scores 
of vehicles to help evacuate 
about 3,000 people. 

Louisiana officials ordered 
evacuations downstream 
along the sparsely populated 
Tangipahoa River as a dam 
threatened to fail and send 
water to neighbouring Missis¬ 
sippi, which had its own flood¬ 
ing. Louisiana Gov. Bobby Jin- 
dal said officials would release 
water at the dam. 

The floodwaters “were 
shockingly fast-rising, from 
what I understand from talk¬ 
ing to people,” Lt. Gov. Jay 
Dardenne said. “It caught 
eveiybody by surprise.” 

A man was killed Thurs¬ 
day morning when a tree fell 
on his truck in Mississippi. In 
Louisiana, a man died after fall¬ 
ing from a tree while helping 
friends move a vehicle ahead 
of the storm.

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‘Whore* tweet by Toronto 
mayor's niece draws outrage 


Sex assaults. Comment 
made after police 
warning about attacks 


The niece of Toronto’s mayor 
apologized Thursday for sug¬ 
gesting women can avoid sex¬ 
ual assault by not dressing “like 
a whore” after the comment 
brought a public backlash. 

Krista Ford, the niece of 
Mayor Rob Ford and the daugh¬ 
ter of Coun. Doug Ford, ex¬ 
pressed her regret on Twitter, 
where she originally made the 
controversial declaration. 

“I didn’t mean to cause such 
an alarm and I apologize if I did. 
I just want women to be safe,” 
she wrote on the social media 
site. 

Ford, who was captain of To¬ 
ronto’s short-lived lingerie foot¬ 
ball team, had earlier advised 
women to “Stay alert, walk tall, 
cany mace, take self-defence 
classes & don’t dress like a 
whore.” 

Her message followed a po¬ 
lice warning about recent sex¬ 
ual assaults in the city’s west 
end and sparked online outrage 
before it was yanked from her 
Twitter account. 


Among her critics was a 
woman who identified herself 
as a victim in one of the six sex¬ 
ual assaults that prompted the 
police alert. 

“For the record, I was sex¬ 
ually assaulted while wearing 
a knee-length polka-dot dress,” 
the woman wrote in an open 
letter posted on Faceboolc. 

Some questioned the sin¬ 
cerity of Ford’s apology, while 
others defended her against 
critics who took issue with her 
own attire. 

“If your argument against 
Krista Ford’s comments about 
sexual assault are based on the 
way she dresses, you’re doing it 
wrong,” one tweet read. 

Ford’s polarizing tweet 
came more than a year after 
a Toronto police officer made 
similar recommendations 
while speaking to university 
students about campus safety. 

The officer was criticized for 
his advice that women should 
avoid dressing “like sluts” to 
reduce the risk of assault, and 
later apologized. 

His comment became the 
catalyst for SlutWallc, a series of 
marches to protest the sugges¬ 
tion that victims are to blame.

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NATO powers 
ponder no-fly 
zone for Syria 


Diplomatic impasse. 

Britain, France weigh 
military options while 
Russia, China continue to 
back the Assad regime 


Britain and France said Thurs¬ 
day they are not ruling out any 
options in Syria, including a 
mihtary-enforced no-fly zone 
to protect a safe area on the 
ground for thousands of people 
fleeing the escalating civil war. 

Speaking shortly before a 
United Nations Security Coun¬ 
cil meeting on the humanitar¬ 
ian plight in Syria, Britain’s For¬ 
eign Secretaiy William Hague 
told a news conference that a 
Turkish proposal for a safe zone 
requires militaiy intervention, 
which the deeply divided coun¬ 
cil is unlikely to endorse at the 
moment. 

The path to agreement over 
a safe zone is fraught with ob¬ 
stacles. Both Hague and French 
Foreign Minister Laurent Fa- 
bius acknowledged that the 
Security Council is paralyzed 
on Syria and unable to agree on 
any action to halt the escalating 
civil war. 

Russia and China, Syria’s 
most important allies, have 
vetoed three Western-backed 
resolutions in the Security 
Council seeking to pressure 
Assad’s government with the 
threat of sanctions, and are not 
likely to shift positions in the 
immediate future. 


Uncertain times

Britain and France are veto- 
wielding members of the Se¬ 
curity Council as well as key 
NATO members, and Hague 
was asked whether the options 
include a NATO-enforced no-fly 
zone, without Security Council 
authorization, as happened in 
Kosovo in 1999. 

The British and French min¬ 
isters said Thursday’s meeting 
was important to spotlight the 
humanitarian crisis and they 
urged council members and 
the broader international com¬ 
munity to contribute funds to 
help Syrian civilians inside and 
outside the country. 

Fabius, whose countiy holds 
the council presidency this 
month, said Britain and France 
believe Syrian President Bashar 
Assad and his clan should 
be held accountable for the 
crimes committed during the 
18-month conflict. 

The French minister said 
the two countries also want 
to encourage Syrians to de¬ 
fect and Hague urged them to 
do it sooner rather than later 
to avoid possible future war 
crimes prosecution.

Insurgent attack 
on base backfires 

Insurgent rockets killed five 
Afghan civilians Thursday 
while they were waiting on 
the side of a road for a bus 
in the east of the country, 
government officials said. 

The attack came as Aus¬ 
tralia announced the deaths 
of five soldiers — three when 
an Afghan soldier turned his 
gun on them inside a base 
and two from a helicopter 
crash. 


Attacks and firefights 
have been on the rise in Af¬ 
ghanistan this summer after 
a calm winter as the Taliban 
launch strikes against inter¬ 
national forces and step up 
targeted killings. 

Insurgents appeared to be 
aiming at a nearby Afghan 
army base but instead the 
rockets missed their target, 
said the deputy police chief 
for Logar province. 

Raeis Khan Rahimzai 
says another 10 people were 
wounded by the barrage in 
Baraki Barak district.

A judge is now considering 
whether the rights of Amer¬ 
ican-born Taliban fighter 
John Walker Lindh are being 
violated because daily group 
prayers are banned at the 
Indiana prison where he’s 
being held. 

The government rested 
its case Thursday after a 
four-day trial in Indianapolis 


in Lindh’s lawsuit. Lindh, 
who pleaded guilty in 2002 
to aiding the former Talifan 
government in Afghanistan, 
says the ban violates Muslim 
inmates’ religious rights. 

U.S. District Judge Jane 
Magnus Stinson didn’t 
immediately rule, but gave 
both sides 75 days to submit 
final documents in the case. 

Lindh says the prison 
policy violates a 1993 law 
that bars the government 
from curtailing religious ex¬ 
pression without a compel¬ 
ling interest.

Ohio. Bishop on trial 
for hate crimes said to 
have told women sex 
with him would make 
them better wives 


An Amish bishop accused of 
orchestrating hair-cutting at¬ 
tacks in Ohio forced women 
at his settlement to have sex 
with him so he could turn 
them into better wives, one 
of the women testified Thurs¬ 
day. 

The woman said what 
started out as hugs turned 
into kisses and then sex. She 
said she resisted at first. 

“He would say things like 
‘I can’t understand why you 
won’t obey me, the other 
ladies can,”’ the woman testi¬ 
fied. “I always gave up. I was 
afraid not to.” 

Prosecutors say the al¬ 
leged sexual “counselling” of 
married women shows the 
control Samuel Mullet Sr. had

Wisconsin. Sikh priest

Tree houses fit for a 
wizard get council's OK 


For the kids. Proposed 
design includes conical 
roofs 12 metres high, 
turreted windows, spiral 
staircase and trap door 


Despite some complaints from 
neighbours, the City of Edin¬ 
burgh Council said Thursday it 
has approved Harry Potter au¬ 
thor J.K. Rowling’s application 
to create two large tree houses 
in her garden for her children. 

The structures, each about 
12 metres high, feature tall con¬ 
ical roofs and turreted windows 
in the style of Hogwarts Castle 



in the Hany Potter movies. 

Artist impressions submit¬ 
ted to the council show that 
they will be built on wooden 
stilts and are connected by a 
rope bridge. Other features in¬ 


cluded are lanterns above the 
doors, a spiral staircase, balcon¬ 
ies, a trap door, and a steel slide. 

Several neighbours had 
written to object, saying the 
tree-houses may be visible from 
the road through a gap in the 
conifers that shield the de¬ 
velopment and could affect the 
area’s landscape. 

But the council granted 
Rowling’s request, saying the 
development will not have a 
negative impact on the con¬ 
servation area. 

Rowling, 47, lives in a 17th- 
century mansion in an Edin¬ 
burgh suburb with her hus¬ 
band and three children.

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Theatre shooting. Prosecutors 
would need to prove suspect 
is sane if he pleads insanity 


Prosecutors wanting to prove 
that a gunman methodic¬ 
ally carried out last month’s 
Colorado theatre shooting 
that left 12 people dead and 
wounded 58 have a difficult 
task: If James Holmes pleads 
not guilty by reason of insan¬ 
ity, they must prove he is 
sane. 

A court hearing Thursday 
will examine his relationship 
with a University of Colo¬ 
rado psychiatrist to whom he 
mailed a package containing 
a notebook that reportedly 
contains violent descriptions 
of an attack. 

His attorneys say Holmes 
is mentally ill and that he 
sought help from psychia¬ 
trist Lynne Fenton at the 
school, where he was a Ph.D. 
student, until shortly before 
the July 20 shooting. Pros¬ 


ecutors allege Holmes may 
have been angry at the fail¬ 
ure of a once promising aca¬ 
demic career. 

Records released Thurs¬ 
day show the director of the 
University of Iowa graduate 
program in neuroscience told 
colleagues in a January 2011 
email that they were not to 
offer admission to Holmes 
“under any circumstances.” A 
second professor agreed. 

The professors did not 
elaborate on their reasons in 
the emails. 

Unlike most other states 
where the defence needs to 
prove insanity, prosecutors 
in Colorado are the ones who 
have to show that a defend¬ 
ant is sane — without the 
ability of having their own 
experts examine Holmes.

worth of guns and bomb com¬ 
ponents. They said the group 
had a range of plans — from 
bombing a park fountain in 
nearby Savannah to poison¬ 
ing apple crops in the state of 
Washington — and its ultimate 
goal was to overthrow the U.S. 
government and assassinate 
the president.

NASA. The American 
satellites will explore 
Earth's two dangerous 
radiation belts full of 
high-energy particles 
from the cosmos 


Twin U.S. satellites rock¬ 
eted into orbit Thursday on 
a quest to explore Earth’s 
treacherous radiation belts 
and protect the planet from 
solar outbursts. 

It’s the first time two 
spacecraft are flying in tan¬ 
dem amid the punishing 
radiation belts, brimming 
with highly charged particles 
capable of wrecking satellites 
and endangering astronauts. 

“We’re going to a place 
that other missions tiy to 
avoid, and we need to live 
there for two years. That’s

one of our biggest challen¬ 
ges,” said Richard Fitzgerald, 
project manager for Johns 
Hopkins. 

These new satellites, 
shielded with thick alum¬ 


inum, are designed to with¬ 
stand an onslaught of cosmic 
rays for the next two years. 

Scientists expect the $686- 
million US mission to shed 
light on how the sun affects 
the Van Allen radiation belts, 
named after the astrophysi¬ 
cist who discovered them a 
half-centuiy ago. 

Earth’s two doughnut¬ 
shaped radiation belts are full 
of high-energy particles from 
the sun and elsewhere in the 
cosmos, trapped by Earth’s 
magnetic field. 

Normally, the belts remain 
well above the International 
Space Station and low-flying 
satellites. 

But they can expand dur¬ 
ing solar storms into the 
paths of orbiting spacecraft. 

If severe enough, the 
storms can cripple satellites 
and endanger astronauts and 
disrupt power and communi¬ 
cations.

High five for banks. 

Shareholders receive 
significant dividends 
from record-high 
earnings despite 
conservative estimates 


Canada’s biggest banks post¬ 
ed a stunning $7.8 billion of 
cumulative profit in the third 
quarter, as consumers main¬ 
tained their borrowing habits 
and domestic banking results 
propped up weakness in other 
divisions. 

The performance left ana¬ 
lysts’ restrained predictions in 
the dust, marking an increase 
of 45 per cent from net income 
of $5.38 billion a year ago. 

All five banks delivered a 
surprise boost to their divi¬ 
dends paid to shareholders. 
Royal Bank also boasted that 
its profits rose 73 per cent to a 
new record high. 

It was quite a contrast from 
concerns that lending would 
subside during the period, 
while banks looked for ways to 
cut their costs. But several ana¬ 
lysts say they’re not convinced 
these bombastic results are sus¬ 


tainable into next year. 

Royal Bank’s record profits 
amounted to $2.24 billion, or 
$1.47 per share. That compared 
with earnings of $1.29 billion 
or 83 cents per share in the 
year-earlier period. 

TD reported profits of $1.7 
billion, or $1.78 per share, 
from $1.49 billion or $1.58 a 
share a year ago. 

Its domestic personal and 
commercial banking posted a 
record quarter, with reported 
net income of $864 million. 

Canadian Imperial Bank 
of Commerce profit rose by 
42 per cent in the quarter to 
$841 million, or $2 per share, 
compared with $591 million, 
or $1.33 a share, for the same 
period last year. 

Earlier this week, Bank of 
Montreal raised its dividend for 
the first time since 2007, boost¬ 
ing it 2.8 per cent to 72 cents 
a share, on profits of $970 mil¬ 
lion. 

Scotiabanlc increased its 
quarterly dividend 3.6 per cent 
to 57 cents per share on $2.05 
billion of profit. 

Scotiabanlc announced 
Wednesday that it is buy¬ 
ing ING Bank of Canada 
in a $3.13-billion deal.

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Stories We Tell. Sarah 
Polley’s family secret 
inspired documentary 


Acclaimed actress and film¬ 
maker Sarah Polley says her 
own family secret inspired her 
new documentary, Stories We 
Teh. 

The doc, which debuted 
Wednesday at the Venice Film 
Festival, probes the secrets be¬ 
hind a family of stoiytellers. 

In a guest blog post on the 
National Film Board of Canada 
website, the Oscar-nominated 
writer-director reveals she 
made the doc after learning the 
identity of her biological father. 

The Toronto-based star says 
she had long suspected her late 
mother, who died when Polley 
was 11, may have had an affair 
that led to her conception. 

But she didn’t know for sure 
until 2006, when a DNA test 
confirmed a man she had met 
almost by accident was her bio¬ 
logical father. 

Polley says she kept the in¬ 
formation to herself for a year 
and revealed it to the father 
she grew up with after learn¬ 
ing a journalist got wind of the 
secret. 

The director of Away From 
Her and Take This Waltz says 
the story wasn’t published be¬ 
cause she tearfully begged the 
journalist not to print it. 

“My father’s response to this 
staggering piece of news was 
extraordinary,” Polley writes 
in the online post that’s dated 
Wednesday. 

“He has always been a man 
who responds to things in un¬ 
usual ways, for better or for 
worse. He was shocked, but 
not angiy. His chief concern, 
almost immediately, was that 
my siblings and I not put any 
blame on my mother for her 
straying outside of their mar¬ 
riage.” 

Polley says as more people 
heard of and discussed the 
revelation, she became fas¬ 
cinated with how stories take 
on a life of their own and de¬ 
cided to make a film about 
that concept. 

“Making this film was the 
hardest thing I’ve ever done,” 
she writes. “It took five years

and tormented me. I didn’t 
want to make it, and I wanted 
to give up many times along 
the way, but I also didn’t want 
this stoiy to be out there in the 
words of someone other than 
the many people who lived it. 

“Now it will be written 
about in many other people’s 
words, and I’m finally at peace 
with that.” 

Polley says she’s hoping to 
not do any press or interviews 
about the film until it’s released 
theatrically, and apologizes for 
her decision to do so. But she 
notes she wants to let the doc 
“speak for itself.”

Canadian FX legend

Director Paul Anderson’s 
Resident Evil films, based on 
the juggernaut same-named 
Capcom videogames, have 
long traded in the macabre, 
filled as they are with hordes 
of flesh eating zombies, un¬ 
dead Dobermans and hulking 
monsters of eveiy perverse 
persuasion. 

And even though the ser¬ 
ies’ central force, actress 
Milla Jovovich (also writer/ 
director Anderson’s wife), is 
perhaps their greatest special 
effect, the man assigned the 
task of designing the mind 
bending horrors her high- 
kicking heroine Alice must 
battle is Canadian special 
makeup effects craftsman, 
Paul Jones. 

The English-born Jones 
has been in the business for 
almost 25 years, getting his 
start with FX legend Bob 
Keen on pictures like like 
The Unholy, Hellraiser II and 
Nightbreed but has since be¬ 
come something of an icon in 
his own right with his work 
on Bride of Chucky, Silent 
Hill and now, the fifth in the 
Evil franchise, Resident Evil: 
Retribution 3D. 

“You look at Paul Ander¬ 
son’s resume, and it’s like, 
every fun movie ever made, 
he’s done,” says Jones from 
his east end Toronto studio. 

“He cares more about 
makeup than any other dir¬ 
ector I’ve ever worked with. 
Retribution is my third time 


working with Paul and there’s 
a shorthand there now.” 

Jones designed the mon¬ 
sters and makeup for the 
second, non-Anderson 

directed film Apocalypse and 
the fourth picture, Afterlife 
as well, but the more abstract 
Retribution proved to be an 
even more imaginative and 
challenging experience. 

In it, Alice finds herself 
deep in the bowels of the evil 
Umbrella Corporation, trying 
to escape a series of harrow¬ 
ing simulated universes ripe 
with giant eyeless monsters, 
hammer swinging execu¬ 
tioners, Japanese zombies 
and most eerily, an army of 
motorcycle riding Nazi zom¬ 
bie bikers. 

“That’s the thing people

forget, they think zombie 
they think risen from grave 
and in Resident Evil that’s not 
necessarily true,” says Jones. 

“You get infected, you 
get mutated which as an ef¬ 
fects artist, gives you options. 
That’s why I’m not daunted 
when I get a Resident Evil 
script because you know 
you’re not going to have 
to beat The Walking Dead, 


which you couldn’t anyway 
because they’re the best zom¬ 
bie makeups ever done. Resi¬ 
dent Evil has its own beat.” 

Jones’ 3D tweaked handi¬ 
work can also be seen this sea¬ 
son in the upcoming Silent Hill: 
Revelations, also produced by 
the Resident Evil team of Sam¬ 
uel Hadida and Don Carmody. 
But in the meantime, Ander¬ 
son’s hugely popular films are 
not set to stop with this fifth 
entry and why would they? 
They’re incredibly popular and 
as Jones’ concurs, there’s still so 
many places to take them cre¬ 
atively. 

“There’s no stopping the ser¬ 
ies,” he says. “The possibilities 
of what we can do are limitless. 
The only thing that would stop 
the series, well, is Milla, really.”

Crossfire Hurricane. The 
Rolling Stones set to 
storm theatres this fall 


A documentaiy with newly- 
released historic footage will 
trace The Rolling Stones’ 50- 
year journey from teenagers 
to rock icons, publicists for 
the band said Thursday. 

The film, titled Crossfire 
Hurricane — from a lyric in 
Jumping Jack Flash — is due 
for release in some British 
cinemas in October. 

The documentaiy includes 
footage showing the band’s 
first road trips and the chaos 
of early tours, accompanied 
by commentaries by Mick Jag- 
ger, Keith Richards, Charlie 
Watts, Ronnie Wood and for¬ 
mer Stones Bill Wyman and 
Mick Taylor. 

“This is not an academic 
history lesson,” director Brett 
Morgen said in a statement. 
Instead, the film invites the 
audience to experience “the 
Stones’ nearly mythical jour¬ 
ney from outsiders to rock 
and roll royalty,” he said. 

The documentary also will 
be shown later this year on 
HBO and the BBC. 

The Stones, which are 
celebrating their 50th anni- 
versaiy this year, have so far 
kept their plans secret. On

With the end of Breaking 
Bad drawing near — the final 
eight episodes of the critically 
acclaimed drama will air next 
year — speculation is running 
rampant about how the story 
will conclude. 

And star Bryan Cranston 
has some ideas about what 
will happen to Walter White, 
his cancer-suffering high 
school teacher turned meth- 
dealing crime lord — namely, 
he could very well kick the 
bucket. 

“Maybe the guy who has 
created all this toxic waste 
around him, maybe that’s 
the happy ending. Maybe that 
he needs to die to make it 
happy,” Cranston says. 

Cranston is quick to point 
out, though, that this is all 
speculation on his part, since 
the final episodes haven’t 
been shot and creator Vince 
Gilligan is keeping him in the 
dark — probably because of 
interviews like this one. 

“I don’t know, I honestly 
don’t know how it’s going 
to end,” Cranston admits. “I 
don’t ask, (Gilligan) doesn’t 


tell me.” 

Whatever becomes of 
Walter White, Cranston is at 
peace with the show drawing 
to a close. 

“I feel good, yes. We will 
have amassed 62 episodes 
and I think that’s right,” he 
says. “I would always rather 
end something I’m very proud 
of a year or two early rather 


than a year too late. You don’t 
want audiences going, ‘Break¬ 
ing Bad — is that still on the 
air?’ You don’t want to hear 
that. You want to hear, ‘Break¬ 
ing Bad, ah, man, I miss that 
show.’” 

Still, Cranston says view¬ 
ers should be prepared for 
a pretty grisly finale — and 
diehard fans of the show are 


ready for that. 

“It’s going to come to a 
horrible end and they know 
it,” he says. “The people who 
are really into the show don’t 
care, they’ve got to go. That’s 
brilliant structure to be able 
to do that, because you have 
new people who are following 
me and I’m doing all these de¬ 
spicable things.”

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Has reality TV gone 
too far this time? 



Young love. Parents, 
producers buzzing 
about new reality 
show on teen 
weddings 


After allowing viewers to 
gape at the excesses of the 
rich bride, support the fru¬ 
gality of the poor bride, and 
cheer the weight loss of the 
bulging bride, reality TV is 
dishing up a new twist to tele¬ 
vised nuptials — brace your¬ 
self for the teen bride. 

Slice is currently casting 
in Canada for My Teenage 
Wedding, a series that has 
raised eyebrows among some 
parents who worry the show 
may be cashing in on the 
vulnerabilities of young love 
and could negatively impact 
youth audiences. 

But those behind the ser¬ 
ies say the show is more of 
a social documentary that 
could even serve as a con¬ 
versation starter for parents 
worried about their teens’ re¬ 
lationships. 

Nonetheless, the series, 
which will air next winter, 
concerns 38-year-old mother 
Gabrielle Domingues, who 
saw a notice about the show’s 
casting call. 

“I just think it’s borderline 
inappropriate,” she said of 
youth-focused reality show. 
“It’s one thing to show adults 
in that light... and another to 
show minors exposing their 
mistakes and their vulner¬ 
abilities at such a raw and im¬ 
pressionable age, and by asso¬ 


ciation making an impression 
and influencing youth who 
are watching.” 

The proliferation of youth- 
focused reality shows makes 
the self-described pop culture 
junkie from Toronto wonder 
how much media attention 
her 10-year-old will want as 
he grows up, particularly 
since he already enjoys mak¬ 
ing YouTube videos with his 
family. 

“Because they see them¬ 
selves reflected back on the 


screen, a lot of kids now do 
think ‘I could do that, I could 
be on that show,”’ she said. 
“As a parent, I can teach my 
children what’s appropriate 
and what’s not... You need to 
have a dialogue.” 

Those behind My Teenage 
Wedding say the show is a 
way to start that conversation 
if a parent is concerned about 
their child’s relationships 
or the impact reality shows 
might have. 

“It actually gives them a 


vehicle and a reason to bring 
it up,” said Christine Shipton, 
vice-president of original con¬ 
tent at Shaw Media — Slice’s 
parent company — who 
notes she hasn’t heard any 
parental concerns from the 
airing of four pilot episodes 
in the spring. 

“If this is a point of view 
that you’re concerned is af¬ 
fecting your kids in a nega¬ 
tive way, you need to talk to 
them about it.”

I 
didn’t know this,” he says. “I 
guess we’re both lazy; we’re 
just having a great time being 
engaged.” 

On a recent episode of The 


Exes, Faison welcomes his 
former Scrubs co-star Zach 
Braff to the show. (Braff plays 
“the Roger Federer of our 
realm,” Faison explains.) Fai¬ 
son says he and Braff “hang 
out all the time,” and it was 
easy for them to fall back into 
the onscreen groove. 

“Because our friendship is 
so strong, maybe that’s why 
it’s so easy to (work togeth¬ 
er),” Faison says. “There was 
always that, ‘If only we could 
find another way to get us 
together,’ and we found it.

Also out in September is 
IMPAC Dublin Literary Award 
winner Rawi Hage’s Carnival 
(House of Anansi Press), his 
latest novel since his 2008 
Giller finalist Cockroach. 

Laura Repas of House of 
Anansi Press calls Carnival a 
satirical, wild tale of “magical 
realism” that follows a taxi 
driver. 

“I love it. I think it’s his 
best work yet,” she says. “It’s 
got this wonderful combina¬ 
tion of being this wild thing, 
this careening wild ride, but 
being veiy disciplined at the 
same time.” 

September will also see 
the release of Annabel Lyon’s 
The Sweet Girl (Random 
House), the follow-up to her 
Writers’ Trust Prize-winning 
2009 novel The Golden Mean. 
While the first book took a 
fictional look at the life of 
Greek philosopher Aristotle, 
the new story does the same 
with his daughter, Pythias.

Viral video celebrates 
two popular U.S. snacks 


Don’t call it a comeback. 
Glass Tiger embarks on 
mini-Canadian tour 


They’re salty, starchy and, 
sadly, not widely available in 
Canada. But a new viral video 
called Hot Cheetos and Takis, 
made by a group of kids out 
of a Minneapolis North Com¬ 
munity YMCA’s Beats and 
Rhymes Program, has taken 
the Internet by storm. The 
song is a celebration of two 
popular snacks south of the 
border. 

And with inspiration from 
this video, Metro New York 
went on a hunt to explore 
every starchy convenience 
food that comes in a Mylar 
bag by hitting up a local bo¬ 
dega (convenient store) to 
find a few varieties of Takis 
sitting on the shelf. 

Here are a few facts about 
the product. (Note: Amer¬ 
icans get Takis, but we get 
ketchup-flavoured chips and 
Smarties on our side of the 
border.) 

• Serving Size: 14 pieces 

• Servings Per Container: 4 

• Calories: 140 

• Fat: 8 grams 

• First five ingredients: Corn¬ 
flour, hydrogenated soybean 
and/or canola and/or Palm 
and/or Sunflower Oil 

• Chip Shape: Corn chip roll¬ 
up 

• Flavouring: Fuego — Hot 
chili pepper and lime 

• Rating (out of five fingers): 
Three fingers 

• What we thought: The bold 
flavour of the Takis were 
roundly appreciated by all 


who tried them. They were 
strong — nay, piercing in 
their heat with 
a nice, vaguely 
citrus-y finish. 
Those kids 
in the video must 
of a 
)lcer. 

However, the oily, 
sticky powder that 
heavily coats each 
roll-up made it dif¬ 
ficult to eat more 
than a handful 
without feeling like 
we were going to be 
tossing Takis a mo¬ 
ment later. 

It’s important to 
note that one bag of 
Takis is a whopping 
4 ounces. It feels 
heavy in the hand, as 


Glass Tiger frontman Alan

“If I’m talking to any kids 
afterwards ... I’ll ask them: 
‘What is it about the ‘80s?’ 
Some of them will say they’re 
tired of rap, some of them 
will say they’re tired of the 
dark stuff, some of them just 
say they just love the way ’80s 
music was really poppy and 
positive ... so I’ve been watch¬ 
ing this ramp up to this mo¬ 
ment where it really seems 
like it’s a resurgence.” 

It’s been 25 years since the 
release of Glass Tiger’s hit 
debut album The Thin Red 
Line, and though the band 
has since faded from the 
charts, the Scottish-born Frew 
never stopped making music. 

He co-wrote the ubiquitous 
Olympic anthem I Believe, has 
penned songs with Canadian 
country crooner Johnny Reid 
and came up with the Toronto 
Maple Leafs theme song Free 
to Be (This is Canada’s Song). 

And he has continued to 
perform with Glass Tiger, 
even though some people 
seem to be under the impres¬ 
sion that the band broke up. 

“We always get a chuckle 
when people meet us and say 
‘Oh you guys are getting back 
together again’ but it’s mainly 
because ... I’ve kept the num¬ 
ber of shows down because 
I was always doing others 
things so I told our agent, 
you know, keep it to about 15 
shows a years,” said Frew. 

“So we’ve been doing 
(shows) kind of steadily, cer¬ 
tainly enough so we feel very 
much like a band and we’re 
all together. So for us this 
feels perfectly in sync.”

When, in 2009, self-taught chef 
Chris De La Rosa launched his 
website, caribbeanpot.com, he 
wanted to create an archive of 
recipes from his native Trinidad 
and Tobago for his daughters. 

A few years later, the site 
has grown into a hub for Carib¬ 
bean cooking — spawning a 
YouTube channel and Faceboolc 
page. Recently, it was even 
picked up by two Caribbean TV 
stations for its own segment. 

“There is much more to 
Caribbean cuisine than jerk 


chicken, roti and curiy goat,” 
says De La Rosa, from Hamil¬ 
ton, Ont. “There is a vast array 
of food to be found from island 
to island, depending on which 
country colonized it.” 

Trinidadian Pelau is a great 
introduction. A one-pot rice 
dish, it is similar to Spanish 
Paella. “Pelau embodies the 
true multicultural and multi¬ 
ethnic spirit of Trinidad,” says 
De La Rosa. “With coconut milk 
and meat marinated in fresh 
herbs and spices, it is the ultim¬ 
ate rice dish.” 

1. Clean chicken with citrus 
juice, rinse with water and 
drain. Season and marinate 
chicken in bowl with salt, 
Worcestershire sauce, ketchup, 
garlic, ginger, onion and to¬ 
mato, cilantro, black pepper, 
scotch bonnet pepper, scallion, 
thyme for at least 2 hours. 


Ingredients 


• 5 lbs chicken drumsticks 

• Juice of lemon 

• 1 tbsp salt 

• 1 tsp each Worcestershire 
sauce and ketchup 

• 2 cloves garlic (thinly sliced)

• 2 tbsp cilantro 

• 1/2 tsp black pepper 


2. Heat oil in large pot; add 
brown sugar.
